Dear Sir : 

What het happened to debat- 
ing on thii campus ? Last year, 
I had the pleasure of acting in 
the capacity of judge at each de- 
bate. On many occasions, I left 
the debating arena disappointed 
and disgusted : the audience was 
usually very small and the de- 
bators, on occasion, were ill- 
prepared. 

When I was approached to help 
in judging the debates this .year, 
I had hoped that the situation 
might be different. I discovered, 
this past Wednesday, that the si- 
tuation had indeed changed. Not 
only was the audience small, but 
one of the two teams did not 
appear at all. 

There was a time, and not very 
long ago, when the Assembly Hall 
was completely full for each de- 
bate. This was in 1951 when the 
student body was less than half 
the sixe of the present group at 
Macdonald. I refuse to believe 
that not more than the thirty- 
five people who attended the de- 
bate on Wednesday are interested 
in debating. (The figure of thirty- 
five is rather generous as it in- 
cludes the debators and the 
judges). Are there not even two 
students in the Education Sopho- 
more Class who are willing to 
participate in inter-class debat- 
ing ? What is particularly disap- 
pointing to this writer was that 
he was the instructor for more 
than fifty per-cent of the present 
sophomore class in Oral English 
in their freshman year. 

I would suggest that if debat- 
ing is to survive on this campus, 
the support of the student body 
is essential. I am looking for- 
ward to the debate of next week. 
It would be nice tf the number 
of spectators exceeds the number 
of judges.

It seems that the Publicity 
Committee, acting under a new 
directive issued by the Students' 
Council.* has substituted one e}£- 
treme form of display advertising 
for the opposite extreme. The 
austerity of the enforced censure 
is severely curtailing the effect- 
ive publicity so necessary to the 
proper functioning of the numer- 
ous minority organizations on 
Campus. 

The new system deprives such 
organizations of proper coverage 
in two ways : 

1) The "Calendar" is located 
at only one place — the Stewart 
Foyer. Thus, professors, post- 
grads, commutors and others, who 
rarely frequent the area, are im- 
mediately left out of contact with 
the extra-curricular schedule; 

2) Althou.ijh it is true that un- 
privileged organizations may put 
up typed notices, the new system 
allows them no form of display 
advertising, a necessary item in 
any publicity campaign. Certain- 
ly, the almost complete repres- 
sion of display advertising will 
remove any coming event to ob- 
scurity in the minds of the public.

Colour, in the way that it is 
used in advertising here at col- 
lege, represents life and excite- 
ment. Life and excitement it 
exactly what we get out of sports, 
dances, class plays, etc. 

Whoever thought of this new, 
forward, ultra-modern, easily 
classified, stereotyped form of 
advertising or announcing should 
bo roasted over the coals, along 
v^'ith whoever OK'd the system.

Somewhere in my meand- 
er! ngs a r o u n d campiKS, I 
heard the subject of a *Can- 
adian Language* being ban- 
died about. This seems to be 
a case of the cart before 
the horse. A national lang- 
uage presupposes a nation. 
Is Canada a nation? By a 
pu rely 1 ega 1 i st ic definition 
— undoubtedly. However, if 
we adopt a broader defini- 
tion and take a nation to be 
a' geographic unit having 
political coherence, economic 
validity, cultui'al identity 
and some measure of indep- 
endence in its dealings with 
other states we can safely 
eliminate three quarters of 
those amorphous blobs that 
dignify themselves as 'na- 
tions'. Is Canada to be rank- 
ed with these national non- 
entities? As much as it 
hurts, if we are to be at all 
realistic, the ans\rui* is yes. 

Most countries point with 
pride to those episodes in 
their history which have 
become the myths of their 
nationhood. Almost every 
country can look back upon 
a bloody struggle through 
which its unity was forged. 
The Civil Wars and Revolu- 
tions of history did moi*e 
to weld states and people 
into identifiable national 
entities than all the rational 
constitutions and treaties 
ever promulgated. What was 
Canada's trial bv fire and 
sword? The War of 1812? 
Only the ineptitude and in- 
competence of the American 
invading forces sjived Bri- 
tish North America. Even 
so, if it had not been for 
the inopportune capture of 
Napoleon. enablin<r the En- 
glish to send reinforcements 
to the colonies, the United 
States mi*'ht very well have 
bun<?led its way to control 
of the continent. Then how 
about the noble Rebellions 
of 1837? They were little 
more than tavern brawls 
and not verv exciting ones 
at that. Well then, what 
about the two W\)i-ld Wars? 
It can't be denied that they- 



created a sense of national 
unity and purpose ? True ! 
But these wars were largely 
irrelevant to Canada, whose 
participation in them was 
mostly a matter of paying 
filial tribute to the Mother 
•Country. 

Is there any common, bond 
linking the 4,0<)0 miles of 
Canada's breadth asid« 
f r o m a transcontinental 
railroad or two and Fedc*;- 
ral-Provincial Tax Agreem- 
ents ? In other words, is 
Canada integrated horizont- 
ally? If you look closely you 
will find that the lines of 
intergration are vertical. 
That is, the industrial com- 
nlex of Southern Ontario i.a 
an extension of the Great 
Lakes industrial empire of 
the United States. The Can- 
adian Prairies are part of ^ 
tJie American Great PUiins 
not only in the geographic 
sense. Vancouver feels a 
stronger kinship with Seat- 
tle and Portland than with 
Ottawa. The depressed Mar- 
itime provinces Avill levive 
only if Northern New En- 
gland reverses iis (Irrlinc. 

This leads to a rather 
obvious conclusion. To wit, 
C':jnada is an econoniic and 
political monstrosity.. Its 
economic and political viab- 
ility has been predicated 
ever since Confederation on 
the fact that the Federal 
Government Avould sponsor, 
maintain and subsidize an 
unpi'ofitable and unwieldy 
transportation system span- 
ning the continent. 

Canada's growth i.ndus- 
ti'ially has been literally as 
a subsidiary of American 
industry. It would make far 
more sense economically for 
Canada to become states 51 
to 60 of the U.S.A. than to 
continue the charade of 
maintaining an independent 
economy. 

What about political in- 
dependence? Sir John A. 
Macdonald, the first &Ad
